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CEHP Expands to Include EHP Article Summaries

Environmental Health Perspectives (EHP),
which develops and publishes a wealth of in—
formation directly related to global health issues,
has a broad international content sharing pro—
gram including this Chinese—language edition
(CEHP) published jointly by our organizations.
Other EHP information sharing programs in—
clude providing complimentary print subscrip—
tions to readers in developing countries, an ini—
tiative with the U.S. National Institutes of
Health's John E. Fogarty International Center (FIC) to partner with African
journals, and publication of environmental health news articles in non—
English—language journals.

One other EHP content sharing program is the translation of summa—
ries of each issue's news and research articles, into five languages: Chinese,
French, Japanese, Russian, and Spanish. Up until this time, these summaries
were only available online at http://ehp.niehs.nih.gov/. With this CEHP
issue we begin providing the summaries in print. Each subsequent quarterly
CEHP issue will include a new section that contains short summaries of all
research articles published in the previous three monthly English—language
EHP issues. References to the full articles will be provided. Because EHP is
an open—access journal, freely available over the internet, you will be able
to read the English—language article in its entirety.

By adding the Article Summaries feature to CEHP, we have taken a
major step in providing greater access to EHP research article content. We
hope you find this feature to be very useful and welcome your comments
